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SPOTS ON SUN WORRY SCIENTISTS, 
BUT PLEASE COAL TRUST MAGNATES

Obstructions to Rays of Light and 
Heat Are Held to Be Cause of 
Meteroic and Financial 
Disturbances. 


A sun spot of great size is now visible 
through smoked glass. 

In the morning it appears to be in the 
upper right quarter of the sun. 

In the afternoon it seems to be down in 
the lower right quarter. 

Its apparent change of position is due 


to the fact that its observers are on a ro-| 


tating planet. 

The sun spot is one of the largest seen 
in the last ten years. It is wider at the 
bottom thamat the top. It has the shape 
of a sprouted pumpkin seed—the lower 
part being like the large seed, the elongat- 
ed portion like the growing sprout. 

It will be visible a few days longer. Then 
because the sun itself rotates, it may be 
hidden for 15 or 20 days, when, unless its 
course ts run, it will reappear on the left 
side of the sun. 

What the sun spot actually indicates and 
what it means to inhabitants of the earth 
and other planets are subjects of conten- 
tion for students of astronomy. There are 
those who say that sun spots portend vio- 
lent storms on earth. 

There are others who persist that sun 
spots mean no more to earth dwellers than 
earthly rain drops do to the folks of Mars.

A sun spot is a hole in the photosphere, or 
outer envelope, of the sun, giving glimpses 
of the interior.

umbra, and a fringe or shade called the | 
penumbra, which seems to partake of the 
brightness of the sun and the darkness

Like a hole in a crust, like a splotch of 
ink on a red surface, like a cat skin nailed 
on a board, are some of the compartsons 
made by men who have watched sun spots 
for years. 

The Chinese have long been students of 
sun spots. In 1807 all Europe watched a 
large sun spot for eight days It was 
thought that the spot was the shadow of 
the planet Mercury. With the discovery 
of the telescope in 1608-9 sun spots made 
their formal debut. 

ln 1871-72 sun spots were visible to the 
naked eye. A sun spot with a diameter 
of 143,000 miles covered one-thirty-sixth 
of the sun in 185S. 

Large spots were seen in 1892-93. 


‘Lost for Months 


in Succession. 


While forming or when disappearing, 
sun spots are irregular. The usual life of 
a spot is two or tnree months One lasted 
for 18 months in 1840-41. Spots ‘have beam 
known to divide. After division the spots 
have repelled each other. 

The largest ones are said to come every 
ten years. Maunder of Greenwich deciares 
tnat the three greatest magnetic storms in 
the period between 1873 and 1892 came at 
the time of the greatest sunspot displays. 

It is also said that another effect of sun- 

spots is to make the weather cooler by 

utting off some of the heat. 

Another writer is recorded by Young in 
his treatise on the sun as finding a cofi- 
nection between Asiatic cholera and sun- 
spots. This is ridiculed by Young. 

Prof. Jevons, who said that sun spots in- 
fluenced financial crisis, is treated with 
more consideration. If sun spots cause 
storms they can affect financial affairs in- 


directly. 

Prof. Samuel J. Cook of the East St. 
Louls High School, who has observed the 
sun spot, is of the opinion that it is larger 
than the sun spot of 10 years ago 

Like Prof. Woodward of Washington TU'ni- 
versity he is unwilling to declare positive 
belief in the effect of sun spots on the me- 
tenralagical phenomena of the earth's en- 
vironment. 

“IT think it is probably.’’ said Prof. Cook, 
‘that the earth is affected by the disturb- 
ance of the sun caused by sun spots. 


Sets Magnetic 
Needle Awhirl. 


“If the waves of heat and light come to 
us from the sun, if Marconi can send wire- 
lese telegrams across the Atlantic with an 
instrument that could be placed in a piano 
box. it seems plausible that disturbances 
of the sun could affect us. 

“Tt is positively known that sunspots 
affect the magnetic needle. Once there was 
an obresrev that noticed that at certain 
times the magnetic needle was more af- 
fected than at others. He recorded those 
times. Another observer kept the record 
of sunspots. In the course of acientific 
conversation they compared their work. 
The times of disturbances of the magnetic 
needie and the appearance of sunspots 
were identical. 

“There is no doubt of the concavity of 
the sunspots. The spectroscope shows this. 
They are holes into which gases can be 
see)) rushing in at a great rate. 

“With sunspots it has become poasible to 
measure the revolutions of the sun. It wag 
known that it revolved, but because of its 
unmarked or little could be told of its 
revolutions. means of sunspots it has 
been learned t at it revolves once every 2 
days. This is not exact, because it is not 
known whether the sunspots themselves 
vary. 


Sunspots always occupy -certain posi-

NOT COMMON LAW OFFENSE 


Judge Wm. Williams of Boonville 
Makes Plea for Appeal at the 
Closing Session.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 14.—The h&r- 
xuments on the appeal of Ed Butler from 
iis conviction for attempted bribery were 
concluded at 11 o'clock this morning by At- 
torney-General ff ow for the state and 
Judgu Willlam Willlams of Boonville for 
Butler. * 

The attoyvney general contended that the 
error claimed -hy the attorneys for Butler 
in the indictment because the ordinance 
giving the Board of Meelth power to award 
the garbage contract, Was not set out in 
the indictment, was not material, for the 
reason that Butler was not charged wit 
violating that ordinance. A number o. 
cases were cited in support of this. 

As to the penalty assessed against But- 
ler being in excess of a common lisw mis- 
demeanor, Gen. Crow said: “I submit to 
your honor whether or not under the char- 
ter of a city like St. Louis, with the usual 
police regulations, the statute has abolished 
the crime of bribery at common law, but 
instead it has enlarged the penalty for 
bribery at common lAw; and, I am certain, 
you will agree with me that it has in- 
creased the punishment of such crime.” 

“Rutler has no right," continued Mr. 
Crew, “to contend that the garbage or- 
dinance did not confer upon the Board of 

Health the power to award and carry out 
this contract. The act of bribery is com- 
plete when the offer is made.” The recor€s 
show that for % years past the Board of

Veronica De Kemel, Well Paid in 
Court for Spilled Batter and Long 
Illness, Sets Forth to Work. 


HUSBAND RELATES PROSPERITY 


He Makes Eight Dollars a Day and His 
Wife Five With Their Tooth- 
some Viands. 


Justice Louis C. Spies of the First Dis- 
trict Justice of the Peace Court has de- 
cided that a waffle woman is entitled to 
$5 a day and all expenses while incapaci- 
tated for duty as the result of a street car 


accident. 

In fixing the damages to which Desire De 
Kemel of 2247 McNair avenue, a waffle 
man, and the husband of Mrs. Veronica De 
Kemel, the waffle woman, was entitled 
from the transit company, Justice Spies 
placed being sick and selling hot waffles on 
the same basis and fixed the time value at 
the same figure. Mrs. DeKemel and her 
husband testified that she had earned $ a 


day. 

sive. Veronica DeKemel almost = shed 
tears as she told what she remembered of 
the accident that kept her from her busi- 
ness for 62 days and scattered her tooth- 
some daintles to the four corners of the 
intersection of Seventeenth and Market 
streets at 5:30 o'clock on the afternoon of 


June 30. 
Neither Mrs. De Kemel nor Miss Eliza- 
beth Schonhoff of 2251 Gravois avenue, her 
pretty 16-year-old assistant,. were able to 
describe the accident in detail. Both re- 
membered looking for a car 4s they ap- 
proached the crossing and neither saw one. 
The faithful old horse, whose laziness sult- 
ed Mrs. De Keme! and the waffle business, 
according to the testimony, moved slowly 
across the track. Then all at once a car 
came down the Sixteenth street decline, 
‘struck the rear wheel of the wagon and 
the street crossing became a confused 
ass of women, waffles, batter, wagon and 
harness. The horse was not injured, 

Mrs. De Kemel becume unconscious soon 
after she alighted on the street, whether 
from the shock of the alighting or seeing 
the wreck of waffies was not made clear. 
Miss Schonhoff was ‘too excited to notice 
what was going on.’’ 

The complaint filed by Desire De Kemel, 
the husband, sets forth the results of the 
mishap in detail. It alleges that Mrs. De 
Kemel's profits while working were $5 a 
day and she was incapacitated 62 days, 
making that loss $310.

WILL LIE IN-STATE 


Old Cathedral Will Be Scene of Fu- 
neral of Late Head of Arch- 
diocese. 


SUCCESSOR IS YOUNG PRELATE 


Rt. Rev. J. J. Glennon, Recently Ap- 
pointed Coadjutor, Becomes Head 
of Large Church Interests. 


Three hundred Catholic priests assembled 
Wednesday afternoon at Ken- 
rick Seminary to arrange for the obsequiés 
of the late archbishop of the St. Louis 
diocese, Most Rev. John Joseph Kain, who 
died in St. Agnes’ Sanitarium, Baltimore, 
Tuesday night, after a long illness. 

The body will reach St. Louls Saturday 
or Sunday, if present plans are carried out. 
It will lie in state at the old Cathedral on 
Walnut street for a time. 

Heart disease was the malady for which 
he was first treated, but more recently the 
existence of appendicitis was discovered. 
An operation was planned, but the condi- 
tion of the archbishop, whose strong con- 
stitution had been weakened by his ardu- 
ous work for the church, was such as to 
prevent surgery. 

Archbishop Kain came to St. “Wouis in 
1895, as coadjutor to Archbishop Kenrick, 
whom he succeeded in 1895. He came from 
Wheeling. W. Va., and immediatchy entered 
oe the labors of his new field with a 
vigor which, while it created one of the 
best organized archb!shoprics in the lUnitel 
States, undermined his health and shorten- 
ed his life. He would not listen to the ap- 
peais of friends to take a rest; but with 
enthusiasm in his work and confidence in 
his magnificent physique. continued at his 
work until tired nature could stand no 
more, and his fatal illness began. 

Archbishop Kain was born in Martins- 
burg, W. Va., on May 31, 1841, and in his 
early life he was a clerk in a country 
store. His preparatory education for the 
priesthood was received «t St. Charles 
seminary, Ellicott, Md., where he graduat- 
ed in 1862. After a four years’ course at 
St. Mary’s college in Baltimore, he was 
ordained a priest in 1866, and his first as- 
cignment was to territory along the Poto- 
mac river, including Harper's Ferry. 

For nine years he continued at this 
work, reorganizing parishes disintegrated 
by the war, and rebuilding churches. In 
moa he was consecrated0 bishop of Wheel- 
ng.

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NEGLECT IN AUDITOR’S OFFICE. 
The civil suits against Coal Oil Inspector Flynn and his pred- 
ecessors, R. B. Speed and D. O'C. Tracy, suggest the inquiry, 
Why were they not brought long ago’ 
In 1899, while Speed was in office, the Legislature passed a 
law eutting down the allowances and fees to $7000 per an- 
num and ordering the inspector to turn over all the excess 
above $7000 to the state treasurer. 
Speed refused to turn in the fees in excess of $7000 on the 
ground that the law was unconstitutional, and his successors, 
Tracey and Flynn, have pursued the same course. 
Why has the auditor allowed four vears to elapse without 
enforcing the law in the courts? 
Sec. 10389, R. S&S. 1899, provides that the state auditor “shall 
direct prosecutions in the name of the state for all official 
delinquencies in relation to the assessment, collection and 
payment of the revenue, against all persons who, by any 
means, become possessed of public money or property and fail 
to pay over or deliver such money or property as required by 
law and against debtors of the state.” 
Why was not suit instituted in July, 1899, when Speed made 
his first return under the new law and refused to comply 
with its provisions?

JAPAN’S ASPIRATION. 

The cardinal principles of Japanese policy is the develop- 
ment of Oriental civilization along Oriental lines.

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“SEARCH THE SCRIPTURES.” 

The decision of the supreme court in the Shepard contempt 
ease, handed down Tuesday, makes clear the rules of conduct 
to be observed by editors in their public references to the 
court. 

It will be recalled that in fining Editor Shepard of the War- 
rensburg Standard-Herald for publishing a severe criticism 
of the supreme court, Judge Marshall promised a written de- 
cision fully setting forth the law and the court’s ruling for 
the guidance of Missouri editors. The learned judge has done 
this in a pronouncement so sweeping in its assertion of the 
power of the court and in its statement of the laws by which 
its dignity and might are hedged about that it doubtless \4l 
“reverberate down the corridors of time” as an echo of the 
thunders of Sinai. 

Asserting the inherent right and power of the court to pun- 
ish for contempt, Judge Marshall cites as the basis of its 
action the ten commandments, the golden rule, parts of the 
Sermon the Mount, with incidental references to other 
passages of Holy Writ defining the whole duty of man to his 
fellow man. He lays down the precept of the Christian re- 
ligion as the guide posts of editorial eonduct towards the 
court and the canons of criticism which will make life “sweet- 
er and more profitable” to newspaper men. 

Judge Marshall naturally assumes for the supreme court 
the right of interpreting the seriptures as the rules of editorial 
comment and of judging the conformity of that c@mment to 
the rule. It is for the court to search the hearts and judge 
the utterances of the editors. 

Missouri editors, therefore, should find no difficulty in de- 
termining the newspaper policy which will avoid the direful 
wrath of the court. The rule may be embodied in a para- 
phrase of the biblical injunction: “Search the scriptures; for in 
them ye think ye have immunity from the righteous vengeance 
of the supreme judge.”

The lot of the average American female 
mill hand {s a rosy and aristocratic exist- 
ence compared with the usual treatment of 
her Japanese sister laborer. 

Guileless country girls are the chief vic- 

tims, Oily-tongued agents trayel through 
the rural districts, says an English news- 
paper correspondent, and by lavish prom- 
ises and vivid descriptions of the joys of 
employment in the Jarge cities, the unsus- 
pecting innocents are tricked into binding 
themselves for long periods of labor, some- 
times for a lifetime. 
_The labor is hard and their whole time is 
at the disposal of their employers, or, rath- 
er, masters. Their wages would average in 
our money about 6 cents a day. 

A state prisoner, or a slave, is no more 
isolated from the outer world than one of 
these poor dupes. They are absolutely in 
, the power of their employer and woe to 


them who get into the power of a hard 
master. 

Osaka is the central manufacturing city 
of the Japanese Empire, and it was the 
outrageous treatment of women laborers 
here that first attracted European atten- 
tion. The absurdly low prices at which 
certain products were being put on the 
market—prices that absolutely prohibited 
competition—led to an investigation of the 
manner of their manufacture. This led to 
an exposure of the pitiful conditions of the 
women workers. 

The trade unions have now taken the 
matter in hand and have enlisted the in- 
terest of the government. 

Female labor has heretofore been used 
only in the most arduous and degrading 
work. There was no field for women in 
any branches calling for skill or scientific 
training, but the old native prejudices are 
slowly giving way to modern ideas, and the 
wealthiest firm of weavers in the country 
has recently taken on girls. i
